As Reported by a Cuban News Bu- 


reau in New Tork. 


NEW YOKE, March 11.—Fidel Pierra, in 


charge of the Cuban news bureau in this 
city gives out the following statement 
from a letter dated Santiago de Cuba, 
Feb. 28: 


"Although General Weyler says that 


nobody will be punished in any way un- 
less he is convicted of some crime, assas- 
sination proceeds on a larger scale. In or- 
der that you may judge to what extent It 
is carried on 1 will give you a few instances. 


"On the morning of the 14th inst., in 


the ward of Maravilla, in the the town of 
Guantanamo, the following persons were 
found murdered: Celestion Parran, col- 
ored planter, aged 50 years; LucianoFaure, 
colored planter, 40; Polioarpo Baro, col- 
ored planter, 40; Elias Duran, colored la- 
borer, 85; Manuel Munez, colored planter, 
70; Miguel Perez, colored laborer, 68; Fe- 
lix Casado, white planter, 40; Rufino 
Luque, white planter, 38; Bias Jimenez, 
white planter, 40; Jose Comex, white 
planter, 21; Ramon Maleta, colored la- 
borer, 45; Tomas Specht, colored laborer, 
20; Rafael Carbonell. colored laborer, 60 
years. 


"The first of these individuals had left 


this city the previous day for Guantanamo, 
with his stepdaughter. He was the owner 
of a small coffee estate. Another of the 
murdered men had arrived with six horses 
loaded with 100 pounds of coffee, and was 
accompanied by a lady and a child of 1 
year. The coffee was sold by the men of 
the guerilla force of Guyo Romero and the 
proceeds distributed among them. 


"In Hongolosenso, district of Cobre, on 


a coffee plantation, a Spanish guerilla cut 
to pieces a lawyer from Seville, also the 
colored man, Juan Despigne, and several 
others whose names I have not yet ascer- 
tained. They were all peaceable people, 
engaged in their agricultural occupation. 
"In the Maniel a Spaniard, an old 


farmer named Cortez, and another by the 
name of Viente, 50 years old, whose only 
crime was to have a relative with the Cu- 
bans, were manacled with five others, and 
they were all shot at different places in 
th* district of Cobre. 
"In fife district of Dongo the lieutenant 


of the guerillas, Tegada, and the negro 
Carvajal robbed and murdered Yictoriano 
Dominuez, 40 years of age, a Spaniard and 
owner of a small shop. The lieutenant in 
his report says that he had an encounter 
with the enemy, killed one-of them, and 
suffered no losses. Near by the sugar es- 
tate Sabanilla and an old colored man of 
about 65 years were found dead, and Pal- 
adero, a Spaniard of about 60 years, was 
also found dead, murdered. The guerillas 
of Guanantamo had passed by those places. 
In Palma Senor Cabuna was killed in the 
bushes, and when his wife, Sofia Cabuna, 
went to see what they had done with him 
she was also killed."

If Reports Revised by Military 


Are Trustworthy. 


HAVANA, March 11.—Police Inspector 


Trujillo Monaas has effected the capture 
here of the Cuban leaders Jose Montoto, 
Raveloff and seven more of the same band 
who were commissioned by the Cuban 
junta in New York with the formation of 
insurgent bands among the business men. 


The town of Sagua la Grande in Santa 


Clara has expressed sympathy with the at- 
titude of the business men of Cienf uegos 
In cancelling all orders placed in New 
York until the pending question of the 
recognition of the insurgents as belliger- 
ents is settled by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Over a honored plantations in the Sagua 


district have suffered from incendiarism 
within the last four days. Many planta- 
tions newly planted with cane have been 
entirely destroyed. A culvert near Sagua 
on the railroad was burned Monday night. 
The fields of Capitola vrere also burned, 
entailing a great loss. 


Manuel Anenas and Doval, managers of 


the estates of Triumvirate and Constan- 
tia, were brought to Sagua under arrest 
and placed in prison. Pablo Larrondo has 
also been placed in prison on political 
charges. 


At Calabazar a company of guerillas 


were fired upon by a band of fifty insur- 
gents, whose attack was repulsed. They 
left three dead and ten wounded. 


The Havana police captured a trunk 


containing rifles and cartridges, presuma- 
bly for the insurgents, at the railroad sta- 
tion of Agua Duloe. 


General la Chambre has been engaged 


In the district of Ramon dc las Jaeuas, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, with the in- 
surgents under JOPO Macco. The Spanish 
troops captured the insurgent camp and 
hospital. One guerilla was killed and one 
officer and nine soldiers were wounded. 
The Insurgents left, nineteen killed and 
retired with their wounded. The troops 
also captured two prisoners, upon whom 
important correspondence was found.

Later the students reas- 
sembled and gathered another mob about 
them. The prefect was compelled to call 
upon the police for protection, and the 
gendarmes again charged the riotous stu- 
dents, who met the onslaught with showers 
of stones. Order, however, was finally re- 
stored, and the university was closed. At 
Bilboa a mob stoned the Dutch consulate, 
thinking it the consulate1 of the United 
States. 


"Synonymous of Butchery." 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 11.—A 


Spanish flag was found hanging in front 
of Eastman college iu this city yesterday, 
with the words ' 'Synonymous of Butch- 
ery" painted in large letters across it. A 
policeman was sent to pull the flag down. 
A crowd of students jeered the officer when 
he took the flag to police headquarters. 
Eastman college has about 300 students. 
Including about a dozen Cubans. 


A Strangle* In San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—The disrepu- 


table women who infest Morton street and 
St. Mary's street in this city are in a state 
of terror on account of the murder of two 
of their class within a month. Both women 
were strangled to death in their rooms, 
and in both cases the murderers have 
escaped. The last victim of the mysterious 
strangler was found dead yesterday. Two 
men who admit that they visited her 
shortly before her body was discovered 
have been arrested, but they deny all 
knowledge of the crime. Neither man is 
of the criminal class, and the police are 
inclined to believe their stories. The mur- 
ders here are similar in detail to ttose 
among the same class of women in Den- 
ver, and it is thought by some that the 
Denver strangler has come to San Fran- 
cisco. 


A Murderous Maniac. 


BBOCKVILLE, Ont., March 10.—A maniac 


who alighted from the 11:45 train yester- 
day shot eight men. One man, Peter 
Moore, is dead, and Chief of Police Rose is 
fatally wounded. The maniac himself was 
shot through the body, and is now in jail. 
He made a terrible fight. Tfis name is La- 
pointe. It was just about noon when 
Lapointe came on the- street carrying a 
shotgun, and began firing indiscrimi- 
nately. The first shot killed Moore, and 
the next fatally wounded Chief Rose. Fi- 
nally, after shooting six others, he was 
brought down by a bullet from the revol- 
ver of a clerk in a store. 


A MURDERER AT BAY. 


Be Is Driven from His Horn* by Tire, 


and Kills Himself. 


BBLLEFONTE, Pa., March?.— For twenty- 


four hours the quiet little Tillage of Wood- 
ward, in the eastern end of this county, 
was the scene of a bloody conflict. Will- 
iam Etlinger, who lived there in a little 
frame house, with his wife and two chil- 
dren, had been a fugitive from justice 
since last fall. He was under bail for at- 
tempting to kill his wife's father, bat 
when the case was called it was found that 
he had fled to the mountain fastnesses. 
When Constable John Earner, who had 
been sworn in only a few days before, 
learned on Thursday afternoon that the 
outlaw had slipped down to his home to 
see his wife and family he determined to 
trap him at any cost. Deputizing John 
Hosterman and C. G. Motz to assist him, 
they made their way to Etlinger's house. 


Arriving there, they found the outlaw, 


with his wife and babies, barricaded in the 
second story. Earner called upon him to 
surrender, but was greeted with derision. 
With a shout to his men to back him up 
the constable crashed in one of the panels 
of the door and crawled through the aper- 
ture. He was instantly killed. The dep- 
uties rushed back to town and secured re- 
inforcements, until finally fully 2,000 men 
were congregated. After much firing from 
both sides, during which two persons in 
adjoining houses were shot, the place was 
set on fire. Mrs. Etlinger and the children 
escaped, and Etlinger, coming outside the 
door, fired two bullets into his own brain. 
dying instantly. Earner's dead body was 
recovered.

Nkw Y o rk , March 11.— Fidel Piorra, lu 
charge of the Cuban nows bureau in this 
city gives oufc the following statem ent 
from a letter dated. Santiago de Cuba, 
Feb. 23: 


“Although General W oyler says th at 
nobody will bo punished in any way un­ 
less he is con vie tod of some crime, assas­ 
sination proceeds on a larger scale. 
In or­ 
der th at you may judge to w hat extent It 
is carried on I will give you a few instances. 


‘‘On the m orning of the 14th inst., in 
the ward of Maravilla, in the the town of 
Guantanamo, the following persons woro 
found murdered: Celestion Parran, col­ 
ored plan tor, aged 50 years; Luciano Faure, 
colored planter, 40; Polioarpo Baro, col­ 
ored planter, 40; Elias Duran, colored la­ 
borer, 85; Manuel Munez, colored planter, 
70; Miguel Perez, colored laborer, 68; Fe­ 
lix Casado, white planter, 40; Ruflno 
Luque, white planter, 88; Bias Jim enez, 
white planter, 40; 
Jose Comex, w hite 
planter, 21; Ramon Maleta, colored la­ 
borer, 45; Tomas Specht, colored laborer, 
20; Rafael Carbonell, colored laborer, 50 
years. 


“The first of these Individuals had left 
this city the previous day for Guantanam o, 
w ith his stepdaughter. He was the owner 
of a small coffee ©state. A nother of the 
murdored men had arrived w ith six horses 
loaded with 100 pounds of coffee, and was 
accompanied by a lady and a child of 1 
year. Tho coffee was sold by the men of 
the guerilla force of Guyo Romero and the 
proceeds distributed am ong them. 


“In Hongolosenso, district of Cobre, on 
a coffee plantation, a Spanish guorilla cut 
to pieces a lawyer from Seville, also the 
colored man, Ju an Despigne, and several 
others whoso names I have not yet ascer­ 
tained. 
They were all peaceable people, 
engaged in their agricultural occupation. 


“In tho Maniel a Spaniard, an old 
farm er named Cortez, and another by the 
namo of Viente, 50 years old, whoso only 
crime was to have a rolative w ith tho Cu­ 
bans, were manacled w ith five others, and 
they were all shot at different places in 
the district of Cobre. 


“In tixe district of Dongo the lieutenant 
of the guorillas, Tegada, and the negro 
Carvajal robbed and m urdered Victoriano 
Dominucz, 40 years of age, a Spaniard and 
owner of a sm all shop. 
The lieutenant in 
his report says th at ho had an encounter 
w ith tho enemy, killed one of them , and 
suffered no losses. Near by the sugar es­ 
tate Sabanilla and an old colored m an of 
about 65 years were found dead, and Pal- 
adero, a Spaniard of about 60 years, was 
also found dead, murdered. The guerillas 
of Guauantam o had passed by those places. 
In Palm a Senor Cabuna was killed in the 
bushes, and when his wife, Sofia Cabuna, 
went to see w hat they had done w ith him 
she was also killed.“ 


MORE SPANISH VICTORIES. 


I f Report» Revised by M ilitary E ditors 
A re Trustw orthy. 


H a v a n a , March 11.—Police Inspector 
Trujillo Monaas has effected the capture 
here of the Cuban leaders Jose Mon to to, 
Raveloff and seven more of the same band 
who were commissioned by the Cuban 
ju n ta in Now York with the form ation of 
insurgent bands among tho business men. 


Tho town of Sagua la Grande in Santa 
Clara has expressed sympathy w ith tho at­ 
titude of tho business men of Cienfuegoa 
in cancelling all orders placed in New 
York until tho pending question of tho 
recognition of tho insurgents as belliger­ 
ents is settled by the United States gov­ 
ernment. 


Over a hundred plantations in tho Sagua 
district have suffered from incendiarism 
w ithin tho last four days. Many planta­ 
tions newly planted with 'cane havo been 
entirely destroyed. A culvert near Sagua 
on tho railroad was burned Monday night, 
Tho fields of Capitoia were also burned, 
entailing a great loss. 


Manuel Anenas and Doval, m anagers of 
the estates of Trium virato and Constan­ 
tly were brought to Sugua under arrest 
and placed in prison. Pablo Larrondo has 
also been placed in prison on political 
charges. 


A t Calabazar a company of guerillas 
wore fired upon by a band of fifty insux*- 
gents, whose attack was repulsed. 
They 
left three dead and ten wounded. 


The H avana police captured a tru n k 
containing rilles and cartridges, presum a­ 
bly for tho insurgents, at the railroad star 
tion of Agua Dulce. 


General la Chambro has been engaged 
in tho district of Ramon de las Jaguas, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, w ith the in­ 
surgents under Jose Maceo. 
The Spanish 
troops captured the insurgent camp and 
hospital. 
One guerilla was killed and one 
officer and nine soldiers were wounded. 
The insurgents left nineteen killed and 
retired w ith their wounded. 
The troops 
also captured two prisoners, upon whom 
im portant correspondence was found. 


L ieutenant Colonel Berriz, w ith a squad­ 
ron of tho Bourbon guerillas, has been 
engaged w ith tho insurgents undor N u­ 
nez at Pedroso. 
The insurgents left four­ 
teen 
killed 
and 
retired 
w ith their 
wounded. The loss of the trGojJS was in ­ 
significant.

A MURDERER AT BAY. 


H e Is Driven from His Home by Fire, 
and K ills Himself. 


B e ll e f o n te , Pa., March 7.—For twenty- 
four hours tho quiet little village of Wood­ 
ward, in the eastern end of this county, 
was tho scone of a bloody conflict. 
W ill­ 
iam Etlingor, who lived there in a little 
fram e house, w ith his wife and two chil­ 
dren, had been a fugitive from justice 
since last fall. He was under bail for at­ 
tem pting to kill his wife’s father, but 
when the case was called it was found that 
ho had fled to the m ountain fastnesses. 
W hen Constable John Barner, who had 
been sworn in only a few days before, 
learned on Thursday afternoon th a t tho 
outlaw had slipped down to his homo to 
see his wifo and fam ily he determined to 
trap him at any cost. Deputizing John 
Hosterm an and C. G. Motz to assist him, 
they made their way to Etlinger’s house. 


A rriving there, they found the outlaw, 
w ith his wife and babies, barricaded in tho 
second story. 
B arner called upon him to 
surrender, but was greeted with derision. 
W ith a shout to his men to back him up 
the constable crashed in one of tho panels 
of tho door and crawled through tho aper­ 
ture, He was instantly killed. 
The dep­ 
uties rushed back to town and secured re­ 
inforcements, until finally fully2,üü0 men 
woro congregated. A fter much firing from 
both sides, during whioh two persons in 
adjoining houses were shot, tho placo was 
sot on fire, Mrs, Etlinger and tho children 
escaped, and Etlinger, coming outside tho 
door, fired two bullets into his own brain, 
dying instantly, 
B arner’s dead body was 
recovered.

The customs of the 


country are against the strangfir's 
ready realization of the fact. That is 
all the trouble. Nowhere there, even 
in Caracas, is there such a constant 
public beauty show as is to be eeen on 
the fashionable thoroughfares of all 
American cities. Yet there is no lack 
of pretty women. 
When the student 


bos learned the conventional places 
and times for prosecuting his obser- 
vations he will have no reason to la- 
ment a scarcity of subjects. 


Primarily there are the churches. 


All Venezuelan women go to church, 
not on Sundays only, but upon any 
day of the week. 
Indeed, some of 


them go every day, but they are de- 
votees, generally past middle age. 
Their chosen time for church-going is 
early in the morning, but that is the 
loveliest part of the tropical day. 


One is impelled to wonder at first, 


what has become of all the middle- 
aged Venezuelan women. 
A certain 


proportion in every gathering will 
seem to be young, some of them beau- 
tiful, and all the others will appear to 
be old. 
Can it bo that those in the 


intermediate stages seclude them- 


; selves? 
Not at all. 
But they age 


,• with astonishing suddenness. 
The 


blooming beauty of this year is liable 
to be transformed into a crone, wrint- 
led, yellow and bent, next year. They 
ripen and decay with rapidity. 
And 


at an age when the women of Northern

climes are at tbeir best development 
these have lived their active lives as 
wives and mothers, and are either 
skinny and bony, or fat and flabby old 
women. It does not follow that"they 
die soon. 
They seem simply to pass 


into a sort of grandmotherly condi- 
tion and remain there a long time. 
One charm seems to be the common 
possession of Venezuelan women— 
beautiful eyes. 


Intelligent 
Venezueiaus say that 


there are few of the present genera- 
tion in whom at least two distinct 
strains are not blended, and in most 
three or four are commingled. There 
is, however, much uniformity of color 
among ladies in good society, as one 
sees them in full street dress, either 
on the promenade or at special church 
services. They are, all coldly white,, 
cot tbe clenr light complexion that at 
ieast makes pretence of being natural, 
but such a dead aud soJid white as one 
•sees elsewhere only on a new*wall, or 
the face of a clown ia a pantomime.

The accordion is rather 
popular among the peon, or laborer, 
class, and with it the calabash and the 
cowhorn are blessed mitigations, pro- 
portionately to the vigor with which 
they are operated. 


Venezuelan womeu do not generally* 


sing much or well, and it seems a lit- 
tle strange that this should be so, for 
most of them have sweet speaking 
voices. And a srreat. many of the men 
do sing well.—New York Tribune.

KECIPE FOB HOREHOUND CANDT. 


A tested recipe for horehound can* 


dies consists of pound of dried hore- 
hound leaves boiled in one quart of 
water, cooled, and then boiled again 
for five minutes. 
After that strain ofl 


the liquid through a cloth; put it back 
on the fire, and let it simmer until the 
quantity is reduced to four or five 
ounces. Add an ounce of gum arabic. 
and when dissolved enough fine sugar to 
make a dough or paste, as for lozenges. 
Eoll out, and cut in small pieces with 
a perfectly clean thimble or a little 
cutter such as is used bv confectioners.

Electrical Tannin?. 


In the ^Zeitscbrift fuer Eleklroc- 


j heinie.Herr Folsing states that he has 


j worked out an electrical method of 
i tanning, which he considers is suit- 
able for both thin skins and heavy- 
hides, and only requires three to six 
days. The tanning pit contains 15,- 
000 litres. Electrodes of nickled cop- 
per are fixed to the walls of the pit, 
in which tne hides are hung so that 
the current has to pass right through 
them. A current of twelve amperes 
with an e. m. f. of twelve volts is 
used. The color of the leather is not 
quite satisfactory when commercial 
unpurified extract is used. The au- 
thor lays stress on this, and he him- 
eelf uses an oak extract (with a little 
hemlock extract 
added) 
which is 


cleared and decolorized by a special 
electrolytic process. 
When this is 


used he finds that the color is exceed- 
ingly goo J and bright. Light cow- 
bides trere iound to require seventy- 
two hours, heavy cowhides five days, 
and heavy ox hides six days. The 
latter would require a year by the old 
process. 


BAKED KIOE. 


Thoroughly wash a cup of rice. 


Strain a cupful of rich broth, and add 
to it twice as much boiling water, put 
it on the range and cook slowly until 
it has absorbed all the;water, and mix 
two raw eggs in a large cup *of hot 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of grated 
cheese, and a tablespoonful of butter, 
and pour to the rice; stir well to- 
gether, add a cupful of minced meat 
and ham, mix it all well, add salt suf- 
ficient to season it, and then turn in- 
to a buttered mould, cover and set the 
dish into a dripping-pan of boiling 
water, and bake half an hour. When 
done, dip the mould in cold water, 
and turn upside down on a flat dish, 
and it will slip out of the mould easily. 


NOBMAX SOUP. 


This is one of the best white soups 


that can be made, having also the 
merit of being economical. Put a 
knuckle of veal into four quarts of 
cold water with a quart of small but- 
ton onions, and boil gently for two 


j hours. Then cut up into it half a loaf 
of bread and cook for an hour and a 
half longer. Then take out the meat, 
scrape it all from the bone and cut it 
fine, aud press the broth, bread and 
onions through a sieve. Then rub to- 
gether a tablespoonful of butter or 
oleomargarine, with two tablespoon- 
tuls of flour until quite smooth, and 
stir this into a quart of milk placed on 
the stove aud brought to the boiling 
point, but not allowed to boil. When 
the flour has been cooked iu this, add 
it to the soup, put back the pieces of 
meat, add salt and pepper to taste and 
serve. Force-meat balls are very nice 
with this soup. —New York World.

be taken into the rooms while the 
naphtha-cleaned 
articles, 
recently 


cleaned, are there. The inflammable 
nature of naphtha vapor makes it ex- 
ceedingly dangerous when brought; 
near a flame. 


Cushions, carpets and wool draperies 


may safely be cleaned in this way, and 
all that is necessary is to throw all 
draperies over a line in the yard.open 
the windows, remove the wrappings 
from the furniture, and let the breeze 
have full sweep through the rooms 
for a day or two. Then there will be 
no offensive smell, and the furniture 
may be used with perfect safety so far 
as danger from fire is concerned.—

USE POTASH IN THE PALI,. 


It is important in manuring or- 


chards, that the potash fertilizers ap- 
plied be mixed with the soil and go 
down doeply enough to reach the roots. 
There is no danger that potash thus 
applied in fall will be wasted by leach- 
ing. Fruit tree roots go down as deep- 
ly as most underdrains as any one who 
has dug underdrains in orchards must 
know. The feeding roots sometime in 
the course of the fertilizer downward 
will seize it and turn it to use. Potash 
is in especial demand for bearing 
trees, though it also has an excellent 
effect in promoting a strong and 
healthy growth of foliage, on which 
prolificacy largely depends.—Boston 
Cultivator.

A BAD WEED. 


The burdock is a bad weed, from 


the multiplicity of its seeds and the 
readiness with which they are dis- 
tributed by the wind and by passing- 
animals or persons. Cutting the buiT- 
dock down when it is beginning to form 
blossoms will usually kill it, as at this 
stage of growth the root has but little 
vigor left. 
But when these lar<re bur- 


docks are piled • for burning" there 
should be plenty of dry wood in the 
heap, so as to make a hot fire. If the 
weeds are burned alone some of the 
seed will fall down to the bottom of 
the burning pile and escape de- 
btruction. In a slow fire made from 
green weeds there is a stratum of car- 
bonic acid gas at the bottom of the 
heap iu which. nothing will burn.— 
American Farmer.

SHOULD COWS BE CABBED. 


Mosfc certainly cows should be kept 


clean, and they cannot be without being 
frequently carded and brushed. One 
who tries it the first time will not 
need to think about the matter. The 
way the cows will turn their heads and 
necks and stop eating to enjoy the 
scratching of the skin and the final 
brushing will tell an intelligible story 
of how they like it. As the skin is an 
excretory organ and throws off a large 
quantity of waste matter, as may be 
known by the odor of a close stable, 
if it is not kept in healthful action by 
this carding and brushing, this matter 
is retained in the blood and cannot 
help but get into the milk, where it 
makes that strong odor which has been 
called the animal odor. It is, how- 
ever, only the odor of a dirty skin, as 
is so well known'to apply to human 
beings who are not cleanly in this di- 
rection. 
Cows should be well carded 


and brushed before every milking. 
The udder and teats should not be 
neglected either, as these may badly 
need washing at times.—New York 
Times.

breakfast, and the bridles can be 
brought to the kitchen fire to grow 
warm and comfortable for the horses 
while the master is ministering to his 
own comfort

ASPAEAGUS CULTURE IN A NUTSHELL. 
There are many who are very fond 


of asparagus, but will not grow it be- 
cause of the time which expires before 
the plants will furnish a crop. 


"Where land is plentiful—and on 


most farms there are' many acres that 
yearly go to waste—this should not 
be, for in planting a small bed and 
taking care of it there would not be 
more than one or two whole days in a 
year spent upon it, and at the end of 
the third year the planter would be 
richly rewarded for his labor. 


First of all have your land in good 


shape, and don't be afraid of the ma- 
nure or fertilizer. 
Purchase your 


seed from some good house, as the 
seed is the foundation upon which 
your future bed will rest. 
Sow it 


thinly in rows one foot apart during 
the months of April or May, according 
to the weather, and keep down all 
weeds. 
To procure 
good strong 


i healthy plants thin out the seedlings 
to three or four .'inches in the rows, 
saving only the strong ones. 


One year can be gained upon this 


system by buying from you seedsman 
year-old plants, which should be set- 
out in spring in a rich eand loam, 
which has been plowed at least eight- 
een inches deep and has had a liberal 
amount of well rotted manure worked 
into it. If your soil is of'stiff clay, 
add plenty of eand to it and also some 
sifted coal ashes, which will serve to 
loosen it up. You should also make 
some preparation for under-drainage. 


Every fall a good dressing] of coarse 


manure should be applied after the 
tops have been cut, and in the spring 
this should be forked in. 


In cutting the crops never cut the 


roots too closely, as they need the ben- 


j efit of at least a little foliage, or else 


j they will weaken and die during the 
cold season.—New York Witness.

MORE 
SPANISH 
VICTORIES. 


If Report* Revised by Military Editors 
Are Truiitworthy. 


HAVANA, March 11.—Police Inspector 
Trujlllo Monaas has elTocted tha capture 
here of the Cuban leaders Jose Montoto, 
Raveloff and seven more of the same band 
who were commissioned by tho Cuban 
junta in New York with the formation of 
insurgent bands among the business men. 


Tho town of Saiiua la Grande in Santa 
Clara has expressed sympathy with tho at- 
titude of the business men of Cienfuegos 
in cancelling all orders placed in New 
York until the pending question of tho 
recognition of tho insurgents as belliger- 
ents is settled by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Over a hundred plantations in the Sagua 
diitrlct hayo sufferod from incendiarism 
within the last four days. Many planta- 
tions newly planted with 'cane have been 
entirely destroyed. A culvert near Sagua 
on the railroad was burned Monday night. 
The fields of Capltola were also burned, 
entailing a great loss. 


Manuel Anenas and Doval, managers of 
tho estates of Trlunivlrato and Constau- 
tla, were brought to Siigua under arreat 
and placed in prison. Pablo Larrondo has 
also been placed in prison on political 
charges. 


At Calabazar a company of guerillas 
were fired upon by a band of fifty insur- 
gents, whose attack was repulsed. 
They 
left three dead and ten wounded. 


The Havana police ciiptured a trunk 
containing rilles and cartridges, presuma- 
bly for the insurgenls, at tho railroad sta- 
tion of Agua Dulce. 


General la Chambro has been engaged 
in tho district of Ramon de las Jaguus, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, with the in- 
surgents under Joso Maceo. The fSpanish 
troops captured the insurgent camp and 
hospital. One guerilla was killed and one 
ollicer and nine soldiers were wounded. 
The insurgents left nineteen killed and 
retired with their wounded. The troops 
also captured two prisoners, upon whom 
important correspondence was found. 


Lieutenant Colonel Berriz, with a squad- 
ron of tho Bourbon guerillas, has been 
engaged with tho insurgents under Nu- 
nez at Pedroso. The insurgents left four- 
teen 
killed and retired 
with 
their 
wounded. The loss of the trooijs was In- 
•igniiicant,

As Reported by a Ouban News Bu- 
reau in New York, 


NKW YORK, March 11.—Fidel Pierra, in 
charge of tho Cuban news bureau in this 
city gives out tho following statement 
from a letter dated Santiago de Cuba, 
FEB. 23: 


"Although General Weylér saya that 
nobody will bo punished in any way nn- 
losB ho is convirtod of some crime, assas- 
sination proceeds on a larger scale. In or- 
der that you may judge to what extent It 
is carried on I will give you a few instances. 


"On the morning of the 14th inst,, in 
tho ward of Maravilla, in the the town of 
Guantanamo, tho following persons wero 
found murdered: Celestlon Parran, col- 
ored planter^aged 50 years; Luciano Paure, 
colored planter, 40; Poliearpo Baro, col- 
ored planter, 40; Ellas Duran, colored la- 
borer, 85; Manuel Munez, colored planter, 
70; Miguel Perez, colored laborer, 58; Fe- 
lix Casado, white planter, 40; Rufino 
Luque, white planter, 88; Bias Jimenez, 
white planter, 40; Jose Comex, white 
planter, 31; Ramon Maleta, colored la- 
borer, 45; Tomas Specht, colored laborer, 
20; Rafael Carbonell, colored laborer, 50 
years. 


"The first of these individuals bad left 
this city the previous day for Guantanamo, 
with his stepdaughter. He was the owner 
of a small coffee estate. Another of tho 
murdered men had arrived with six horses 
loaded with 100 pounds of coffee, and was 
accompanied by a lady and a child of 1 
year. Tho coffee was sold by the men of 
the guerilla force of Guyo Romero and the 
proceeds distributed among them. 


"In Hongolosenso, district of Cobre, on 
a coffee plantation, a Spanish guorllla cut 
to pieces a lawyer from Seville, also the 
colored man, Juan Desplgne, and several 
others whoso names I have not yet ascer- 
tained. They were all peaceable people, 
engaged In their agricultural occupation. 


"In the Manlel a Spaniard, an old 
farmer named Cortez, and another by the 
name of Viente, 50 years old, whoso only 
crime was to have a relative with tho Cu- 
bans, were manacled with five others, and 
they wero all shot at different places iu 
the distrlci^ of Cobr®. 


"In tlie district of Dongo the lieutenant 
of the guerillas, Tegada, and the negro 
Carvajal robbed and murdered Victoriano 
Dominuez, 40 years of age, a Spaniard and 
owner of a small shop. The lieutenant In 
his report says that he had an encounter 
with the enemy, killed one of them, and 
suffered no losses. Near by the sugar es- 
tate Sabanilla and an old colored man of 
about 65 years were found dead, and Pal- 
adero, a Spaniard of about 60 years, was 
also found dead, murdered. The guerillas 
of Guanantanio had passed by those places. 
In Palma Señor Cabuniv was killed in the 
bushes, and when his wife, Sofia Cabuna, 
went to see what they had done with him 
she was also killed.'' 


American Gags and" burned" the laCtor 
amid tho acclamations of the crowds which 
gathered to witness the "patriotic" demon- 
Btratlon, 
Eventually tho gendarmes 
charged the rioters and dispersed them 
temporarily. 
Later tho students reas- 
sembled and gathered another mob about 
them. The prefect was compelled to call 
upon the police for protection, and th« 
gendarmes again charged tho riotous stu- 
dents, who met tho onslaught with showers 
of stones. Order, however, was finally ro- 
stored, and the university was closed. At 
Bllboa a mob stoned tho Dutch consulate, 
thinking it tho consulate- of tho United 
States. 


"Synonymou« of Butchery.•• 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 11,—A 
Spanish flag was found hanging in front 
of Eastman college in this city yesterday, 
with the words "Synonymous of Butch- 
ery" painted In largo letters across it. A 
policeman was sent to pull tho flag down. 
A crowd of students jeered the officer when 
he took the flag to police headquarters. 
Eastman college has about 800 students, 
including about a dozen Cubans. 


A Strauglor in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—The disrepu- 
table women who Infest Morton street and 
St. Mary's street in this city are iu a state 
of terror on account of tho murder of two 
of their class within a month. Both women 
were strangled to death in their rooms, 
and in both cases the murderers have 
escaped. The last victim of tho mysterious 
strangler was found dead yesterday. Two 
men who admit that they visited her 
shortly before her body was discovered 
have been arrested, but they deny all 
knowledge of the crime. Neither man is 
of tho criminal class, and tho police are 
Inclined to believe their stories. Tho mur- 
ders here aro similar in detail to ttose 
among the same class of women In Den- 
ver, and it is thought by some that the 
Denver strangler has come to San Fran- 
cisco. 


A Murderous Maniao. 


BROCKVILLE, Ont., March 10.—A maniac 
who alighted from the 11:45 train yester- 
day shot eight men. One man, Peter 
Moore, Is dead, and Chief of Police Rose is 
fatally wounded. The maniac himself was 
shot through the body, and is now In jail. 
He made a terrible fight. His name is La- 
pointe. It was just about noon when 
Lapointe camo on tho- stride* carrying a 
shotgun, and began 
firing 
indiscrimi- 
nately. Tho first shot killed Moore, and 
the next fatally wounded Chief Rose. Fi- 
nally, after shooting six others, he was 
brought down by a bullet from the revol- 
ver of a clerk in a store. 


A MURDERER AT BAY. 


Re Is Driven from His Horn« b j Vlre, 
and Kills Himself. 


BELLEFONTE, Pa., March?.—For twenty- 
four hours tho quiet little village of Wood- 
ward, in the eastern end of this county, 
was the scene of a bloody conflict. Will- 
iam Etlinger, who lived there in a little 
frame house, with his wife and two chil- 
dren, had been a fugitive from justice 
since last fall. He was under bail for at- 
tempting to kill his wife's father, but 
when tho case was called It was found that 
he had fled to the mountain fastnesses. 
When Constable John Barnor, who had 
been sworn In only a few days before, 
learned on Thursday afternoon that tho 
outlaw had slipped down to his homo to 
seo his wife and family he determined to 
trap him at any cost. Deputizing John 
Hosterman and C. G, Motz to assist him, 
they made their way to Etllnger's house. 


Arriving there, they found th« outlaw, 
with his wife and babies, barricaded in the 
second story. Barner called upon him to 
surrender, but wa« greeted with derision. 
With a shout to his men to back him up 
the constable crashed in one of the panels 
of tho door and crawled through tho aper- 
ture, He was Instantly killed. The dep- 
uties rushed back to town and secured re- 
inforcements, until finally fullyS.üüO men 
wore congregated. After much firing from 
both sides, during which two persons in 
adjoining houses were shot, tho place was 
set on fire.
